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ABSTBACT 

This booklet provides inforoation on the rights of 
parents of handicapped children (according to both Illinois and 
national laws) and describes services required by lav for the 
handicapped child and the necessary steps to obtain these services. 
Definitions of varioas oental, physical, and eaotional handicaps are 
given according to legal gnidelines. The legal rights and services 
covered in the booklet are; (1) free public school education, (2) 
tuition reisbursement for attendance at private schools, (3) 
individual care grants to those parents vhose child is on a waiting 
list for a state institution, C*) vocational rehabilitation and 
training services, (5) public aid for individuals over 21, (6> social 
security benefits, and (7) incoae tax exesptions for expenses 
incurred. Beferenees to sources in the lav for these rights and 
services are included. (EB)

It is our purpose to describe services required by 
law for your ufirvilcfipped child - and the steps you 
must take to obtain these services. You may wish 
to Know the si^ecific part of the law used for infor- 
aation in this booklet. Therefore, we have inclixde< 
reference^ for courceii used in th.ls booklet. 



THE 'lav AND THE fiAMPICAPPSD CHILD 

Th6 Constitution of Iliiikoi^j states: "Tlie General 
Asseiably shall provide free school^^,' whereby all 
children^..* may receive a good common school educa^-^ 
tion/' The l^th Amendment to the United States Con- 
stitution calls for ^'equal protection uf the lavs'* 
for all citizens. Thi^ means handicapped children 
are entitled to an education like other children. 
&it some children have been excluded from school 
because they are handicapped* 

A state lav passed in 1965 requires all public schools 
in Iliinpis to provide specijil education prograj^s for 
handicapped children. This lav, popularly known as 
the Mandatory Special Education Act (HB 1^0?), is 
Article Ik of the Illinoiis School Code, and vent into 
eff;.vt on July i, 19(>9- 

School district :j were allowed four years - from 1965 
to 1969 to prepare for the education of handicapped 
children in the public BChools* ?tate funds are pro** 
vided for teachers, school psychologists, and other 
special education personnel. But local schools have 
to pay approximately half of the cost of hiring 
.the^e persons out of their own funds. Eighty percent 
.of the co-jt. of transporting each handicapped child 
to school is paid for by the State* 

School districts also receive other funds for handi- 
capped cxiildren* In addition to %«?pecial education 
fluids, every school district receives the saroe 
amount of sioney for each handicapped child that it 
receives for each non-handicapped child* 

Another lav provides special money from the State 
for school districts to build special classrooms or 
facilities, provided the school districts have levied 
a special tax for this purpose* Because the Chicago 
!3oard of Education is an appointed board, it cannot 
.evy a tax. However, if the Board has set aside a 
like amount of money, it can also receive this same 
amount of money from the State {h6)^ 
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Jher? are spae children - probs^iy 5 per X,000 - who 
are so handicapped that they cannot be served in pub- 
, lie school spec isil education programs. Another state 
lew (HB 2671), which became effective in July, 19^9, 
allows school districts to pay up to $2,000 tuition 
for these very severely handicapped children {kk)» 

No child can be excluded simply Wcauae 
he is handicapped. The School Code al- 
lows schools to suspend or expel children 
only for disobedience or misconduct . 

WHO ARE HAKDICAPPED CHILDREN? 

Haniicapped children include those who are physically 
disabled, have a partial or comp' -"^e loss of sight or 
hearing, social or cultural pn ris, a serious leaam- 
ing disability, emotional probie are mentally re- 
tarded, Jiave a speech impairment - or any combination 
of these. 

According to the Chicago Board Education reports, 
approximately 12^ of all school children are handi- 
capped (2*T). This amount is about the same as a 
10. T3! estimate by the U. S. Office of Education (2). 
Thus, it is expected that there may be as many as 
100,000 handicapped children in the city of Chicago, 
and an additional 1*0,000 in Chicago suburbs. 

In order for the schools to realize that there are 
this many handicapped children, all parents must 
register their handicapped children in public school. 
This includes all children who have been excluded, 
and all handicapped children, 3 to 21 years old, yho 
have never attended school. 

The Law requires that the Board of Education must 
decide that yoiu* child is handicapped, and that he 
needs specisil education. There are definite steps 
that must be followed. They are: 

1. Your child must be examined and diagnosed by a 
specialist - such as a doctor, psychologist, audio- 
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logist or other professioaal writer. The school aay 
refer you to their ovn specialists employed hy the 
&oard of ikiucation. Or, you may choose others who 
must be qualified, licensed specialists who meet 
State requirabent s . 

2. The school personnel - which could be a special 
education administrator and a teacher or principal - 
must decide that your child is not doing as well as 
he should and is eligible for special education {k}). 

Step ^lo, 2 is usually decided in a staff conference* 
which includes the persons involved in evaluation of 
your child. When the specialists cannot attend this 
meeting, the written report of their evaluation must 
be considered at the staff conference {h^)* 

There are children who may be considered disabled, 
but not educationally handicapped. Some examples 
would be: 

♦ 

1« A child who has a hearing probl«n, but whose 
hearing aid allows hira to hear as well as any other 
child, and who has not developed a significant speech 
or language problem. 

2. A child who has a physical disability and who may 
not be able to walk or run like other children, but 
who can go to and from the classroom on his own and 
needs no special help. 

3. A child who is blind in one eye but has "normal" 
vision in the other eye with the aid of glasses. 

k, A child who has a severe emotional problem that 
may require a specialist outside of school, but which 
does not interfere with his learning or that of 
other students in the school. 

There are many other handicapped children who may 
not need a special educattor, program. It is your 
right - and it is to the advantage of your child - 
to see that he is not classified as having an educa-

tional handicap, if his handicap does not interfere 
with hiu schooling or that pf other children. 



PHYSICALLY HAIjDICAPFSD CHILDRgj IH SPECIAL CLASSROOMS . 

DKFLNITIOK: Any physical condition, illness or in- 
Jury J'rom any cause may be a physical handicap - 
provided that the disability is such that it is im- 
possible or impractical for the child to participate 
in a normal classroom for all or some activities (U). 

Children who are mentally handicapped - in addition 
to their jihysical handicap - are eligible for special 
" jjducation as a multiple handicapped child, to be 
defined in the following section.

ELIGIUILITY: A licensed medical doctor must certify 
that, the child has a physical handicap trtiich will 
prevent him from participating in all or part of the 
normal classroom activity. A psychological evaltia- 
tion and case study is required (5). 

RE-EVALUATION: Every child must be re-evaluated 
every two years, using current diagnostic reports (7). 

ClAZZ SIZK: From 6 to 15 students may be enrolled 
in each class (8). 

AGL PAIiGK: Age range is from 3 to 21 years of age{ii).

If ft child to b« confined for a very long tiise, he 
aay ai«Q be eligible for a telephone plan where he 
has cphtapt with the classroom by phone. Under this 
plan « he ffiust also receive two hours a veek of in- 
struction froo a teacher (10). 

Home and Hospital instruction may be provided in 
the suaraer for children who have nissed a portion 
of the regular school year (11). 

AMD HARD OF HEARING 

DEFINITION: Wiiile the word "deaf*' probably means 
to ffiout peopie lack of hearing, deafness is defined 
as a hearing loss which prevents a child from under- 
iitanding language (the knowledge and use of words, 
not simply words poorly spoken) even with a hearing 
aid. Consequently, he requires special instruction 

(12) . 

DEFINITION - HARD-OF-HEARING: The loss of hearing 
is not as severe as that of a deaf child, but the 
loss still has interfered with his language develop- 
Eient. Unless he receives special instruction for 
his language and school work, he will not be able to 
make full use of the regular school proj^am (12). 

ELIGIBIJITY: An ear doctor (Otologist) must examine 
the chil and recommend special education. The child 
must also receive a test of his hearing by a qualified 
specialist (Audiologist ) working in an approved hear- 
ing clinic, and he must recommend special education 

(13) . 

RE-EVALUATION: The child must be re-examined and 
re-tested by specialists every tvo years (13). If 
a child who is enrolled in a program for the deaf 
or the hard-of-hearing is to be removed from the 
program - a consultant in the Office of State 
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Superintendent of Public Instruction must be notified 
to ai5£ii*^t in odueational folluv-^p (1^)*

Under the State Rules and Regulations, this handicap 
is listed under the category of Maladjusted Children, 
Type c. This does not mean that these children are 
maladjui:ted in any way except that they are not do- 
ing well in school » 

ELIGIBILITY: Psychiatric coni:\iltation is required* 
This does not require the psychiatrist to treat 
the child (2?)* 

A case study is required, which includes the recom- 
mendations of professional persons such as the 



teatiher^ social worker, psychologist » or any one of 
these per^souij wiia Know the child (27 )♦ 

If the child has had any medical or similar evalua- 
tions, their reports must be considered in the 
case study-

LSARKIHG 'DIGAPILITIES 

DEFIIflTIo:;: Children in this category are referred 
to in nany tenus. Some of the more frequently used 
are: learning disorders, perceptually handicapped^ 
brain damaged, minimal brain dysfuiiction or dyslexia* 

I'hey are children who s!iould be able to learn as well 
as average or near average ability children. But 
because of sone specific learning problem^ they are 
unable to do so# Oonjetimes, they may be found to 
have some brain disorder or dysfunction (26 )• 

They may be inattentive because they cannot pay at- 
tention* or they may have ?,iven up because they have 
difficulty no matter how bard they try. They may 
be fidgety - either because they canH help it or 
because they have becone tense froni repeatedly 
failing. 

But their difficulty in not due to mental retarda- 
tion.

From all oV Uilc information, the psychologist must

The psychologist must also determine that the child 
is ft6t simply behaving like a mentally retarded 
.child because of cultiiral factors, learning disabil- 
. iJ-y* or severe emotional problems (Types a, b, c 
handicaps), or because of visual, hearing of physi- 
cal handicap (^2). 

An educable mentally handicapped child usually 
doesn*t begin to learn to read sooner than 8 years 
of age, and sometimes not until age 9 or 10. He 
may learn to read at a second to fifth grade level, 
depending upon his degree of mental retardation. 

PEFINITION - TRAINABLE MENTALLY HAITOICAPPED (TMH): 
The '1"5H ciiiid in more severely handicapped than the 
£>IH child. But he can still benefit from a special 
program to train him to become socially adjusted 
and vorfe in special employment. However, he may 
only be able to learn to take care of his own needs 
in his own home (33). 

The TMH child usually doesn't learn to read more 
than a few words. But he may be able to learn how 
to do many things. 

ELIGIBILITY: Eligibility is determined by a psychol- 
ogical evaluation and upon the recommendation of 
the psychologist (31, 3^). 

CLASS SIZE; EMfl classes range from 10 to 15 chil- 
dren, for children who are over 9 years old. Claesea 
loi-y be as small as 8 students for children xaider 9 
years of age (32). 

TMH classes may have no nx>re than 10 children unless 
the teacher has an assistant, in which case the en- 
rollment may be up to 10 (35)» 

AGE RANGE: Children from 3 to 21 years of age are 
eligible for an EMH or TMH program (30, 33).

DEFINITION: A multiply«handic?ipped child has more 
than one handicap. He may be mentally retarded and 
physically handicapped* Or he jcay be hard-of- 
hearing and have emotional problems « Or he may be 
deaf and blind* He may be any combination of these ^ 
or have a combination of handicaps listed in pre- 
vious parts of this booldet (38) • 

ELIGIBILITY: This is determined according to the 
provision of each of his handicaps (39)» 

CLASS SIZE: No more than 10 multiply-handicapped 
students are allowed per class ikl)m 

RE-EVALUATION: Multiply-handicapped children must 
be re-evaluated every 2 years ikO)* 

AGE RANGE: Children 3 to 21 years old are eligible 

for this program (38)0 

SPEECH CORRECTION 

DEFINITION: A child needing speech correction is 
one who has any kind of speech defect which can be 
improved through a speech correction program (36)* 

ELIGIBILITY: Eligibility is determined by a quali- 
fied speech correct ionist (36)» 

CLASS SIZE: There is no set rule. A speech correc** 
t ionist may work with one or several children at the 
same time who have the same type of problem • Each 
child must be scheduled for at least two lessons per 
week^ from 15 to 30 minutes each (U2)* 

AGE RAI;GE: Children from 3 to 21 years of age 

are eligible (36)*

HOW TO GET TUITIO^J (REIMBURSEmKT) TO SEND YOUR 
CHILD TO A THIVATE flCHOOL ^ 

If you are nr.tified by the Board of Education that 
your child's handicap is so severe that he cannot 
be enrolled in any public school program, there Is 
a state law (HB 2671) which allows the Board of Ed- 
ucation to pay up to $2,000 a year to send hltt to a 
qualified private school. Ttiis school may be a day 
school or a residential school - in the State of 
Illinois, or in any other ^Jtate.
